LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
PRIVATE BILLS 








Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 

to Private Bills 

100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 

(2) Such notice shall be published in 
rhe British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in One leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 

(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 

(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the 
first ten days of each Session, nor may 
any Private Bill be presented to the House 
after the first three weeks of each Ses- 
sion, nor may any report of any Standing 
or Select Committee upon a Private Bill 
be received after the first four weeks of 
each Session, and no motion for the sus- 
pension or modification of this Standing 
Order shall be entertained by the House 
until the same has been reported on by 
the Committee on Standing Orders, or 
after reference made thereof at a previous 
sitting of the House to the Standing Com- 
mittees charged with the consideration of 
Private Bills, who shall report thereon to 
the House. And if this rule shall be sus- 
pended or modified as aforesaid, the pro- 
moters of any Private Bill which is pre- 
sented after the time hereinbefore limited, 
or for which the petition has been received 
after the time hereinbefore limited, shall 
in either case pay double the fees required 
in respect of such Bill by this rule, unless 
the House shall order to the contrary. 

98. (1) Any person seeking to obtain 
any Private Bill shall deposit with the 
Clerk of the House, eight clear days 
before the opening of the Session: — 


(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 


(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 
sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 

with publication proved by a statu- 

tory declaration or affidavit to the 

satisfaction of the Clerk of the 

House. 


(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 


(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
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Session, the amount to be paid to the 


Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done. 

102. Before any petition praying for 
leave to bring in a Private Bill for the 
erection of a toll-bridge is received by the 
House, the person or persons intending 
to petition for such Bill shall, upon giving 
the notice prescribed by Standing Order 
100, aiso at the same time and in the 
same manner give notice of the rates 
which they intend to ask, the extent of 
the privilege, the height of the arches, the 
interval between the abutments or piers 
for the passage of rafts or vessels, and 
mentioning also whether they intend to 
erect a drawbridge or not, and the dimen- 
sions of the same. 

103. (1) All Private Bills for Acts of 
incorporation shall be so framed as to 
incorporate by reference to the clauses of 
the general Acts relating to the details 
to be provided for by such Bills: Special 
grounds shall be established for any pro- 
posed departure from this principle, or 
for the introduction of other provisions 
as to such details, and a note shall be 
appended to the Bill indicating the provi- 
sions thereof in which the general Act 
is proposed to be departed from. Bills 
which are not framed in accordance with 
this Standing Order shall be recast by the 
promoters and reprinted at their expense 
before any Committee passes upon the 
clauses. 

(2) Every Bill for an Act of incorpora- 
tion, where a form of model Bill has been 
adopted, shall be drawn in accordance 
with the model Bill (copies of model Bills 
may be obtained from the Clerk of the 
House). Any provisions contained in any 
such Bill which are not in accord with 
the model Bill shall be inserted between 
brackets or underlined, and shall be so 
printed. 


(3) Any exceptional provisions that it 
may be proposed to insert in any Bill 
shall be clearly specified in the notice of 
application for same. 

107. All Private Bills shall be prepared 
by the parties applying for the same, and 
printed in small-pica type, twenty-six ems 
by fifty ems, on good paper, in imperial 
octavo form, each page when folded mea- 
suring 1034 inches by 7% inches. There 
shall be a marginal number every fifth line 
of each page; the numbering of the lines 
is not to run on through the Bill, but the 
lines of each page are to be numbered sep- 
arately. Three hundred copies of each Bill 
shall be deposited with the Clerk of the 
House immediately before the first read- 
ing. If amendments are made to any Bill 
during its progress before the Committee 
on Private Bills, or through the House, 
such Bill shall be reprinted by the pro- 
moters thereof. 

In the case of Bills to incorporate com- 
panies, in addition to the fee of $300 
mentioned in Rule 98, fees caculated on 
the capital of the Company are payable at 
the same time.

And whereas the conditions and re- 
quirements of section 26 of the Municipal 
Act have been duly complied with: 

And whereas, by Order of the Admin- 
istrator in Council bearing date the 
twenty-eighth day of August, 1970, it was 
ordered that the Letters Patent of The 
Corporation of the District of Salmon 
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Arm and the Letters Patent of the Village 
of Salmon Arm be revoked on and from 
the Ist day of September, 1970: 

Now know ye that by these presents 
We do order and proclaim that the munic- 
ipality of The Corporation of the District 
of Salmon Arm (hereinafter called the 
“ district”) shall, on, from, and after the 
Ist day of September, 1970, be united 
with the municipality of the Village of 
Salmon Arm (hereinafter called the “* vil- 
lage”), and the inhabitants of the area 
hereinafter described shall be incorpo- 
rated as a district municipality (herein- 
after referred to as the “ municipality ”) 
under the said Municipal Act, and under 
and subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained or referred to:— 

1. The municipality shall be called and 
known by the name of the “ District of 
Salmon Arm.” 

2. The municipality shall comprise of 
that tract of land, foreshore, and land 
covered by water hereinafter described: 
Commencing at the most northerly north- 
west corner of Section 4, Township 21, 
Range 9, west of the 6th meridian, Kam- 
loops Division of Yale District, being a 
point on the edge of the bed of Salmon 
Arm of Shuswap Lake, on the southerly 
shore thereof; thence northwesterly in a 
straight line and in a direction perpendic- 
ular to the general direction of the said 
edge of the bed of Salmon Arm of Shu- 
swap Lake for a distance of 1,000 feet; 
thence in a general westerly and southerly 
direction 1,000 feet perpendicularly from 
and parallel to the said edge of the bed of 
Salmon Arm of Shuswap Lake and con- 
tinuing in a general westerly and northerly 
direction 1,000 feet perpendicularly 
distant from and parallel to the said edge 
of the bed of Salmon Arm of Shuswap 
Lake to a point 1,000 feet distant from 
the intersection of the northerly boundary 
of Township 20, Range 10, with the edge 
of the bed of Salmon Arm of Shuswap 
Lake, on the westerly shore thereof, the 
said point being in a northeasterly direc- 
tion perpendicular to the general direction 
of the said edge of the bed of Salmon 
Arm of Shuswap Lake; thence south- 
westerly in a straight line to the said 
intersection; thence westerly along the 
said northerly boundary of Township 20, 
Range 10, to the northwest corner of 
Section 33; thence due west a distance of 
2 miles, more or less, to a point due north 
of the northwest corner of Section 7 of 
said Township 20, Range 10; thence 
south to the said northwest corner of Sec- 
tion 7; thence southerly along the west- 
erly boundaries of Sections 7 and 6, 
Township 20, Range 10, and Sections 31 
and 30, Township 19, Range 10, to the 
southwest corner of said Section 30; 
thence easterly along the southerly bound- 
aries of Sections 30 and 29 of said Town- 
ship 19, Range 10, to the southeast corner 
of said Section 29; thence easterly in a 
straight line to the southwest corner of 
Section 30, Township 19, Range 9; thence 
northerly along the westerly boundaries 
of Sections 30 and 31 of said Township 
19, Range 9, to the southwest corner of 
Section 6, Township 20, Range 9; thence 
easterly along the southerly boundaries of 
Sections 6, 5, and 4 of said Township 20, 
Range 9. to the southeast corner of said 
Section 4; thence northerly along the 
easterly boundaries of Sections 4, 9, 16, 
and 21 of said Township 20, Range 9, to 
the northeast corner of said Section 21: 
thence northerly in a straight line to the 
southeast corner of aforesaid Section 4, 
Township 21, Range 9; thence northerly 
and westerly along the easterly and north- 
erly boundaries of said Section 4 to the

most northerly northwest corner thereof, 
being the point of commencement, con- 
taining by admeasurement 40,979 acres 
of land, more or less, and 1,551 acres of 
land covered by water, more or less. 

3. The provisions of the Municipal Act 
shall, except where varied by Statute or 
the terms of these Letters Patent, apply 
to the municipality. 

4. The interim Council of the munici- 
pality shall consist of all the members of 
the Councils of the district and the village 
that are not disqualified to hold office 
under the provisions of the Municipal Act. 
The term of office of the members of the 
interim Council runs until noon of the 
firs’ Monday after the Ist day of Jan- 
uary, 1971. The Mayor of the district 
shall be the Mayor of the municipality 
until his successor takes office, following 
the election referred to in paragraph 8 
hereof. The Mayor of the village shall 
be the Deputy Mayor until noon of the 
first Monday after the Ist day of Jan- 
uary, 1971. 

5. The first meeting of the interim 
Council shall be held at Salmon Arm, 
British Columbia, on the 14th day of 
September, 1970, at 7.30 o’clock in the 
afternoon. A quorum of the interim 
Council is seven members. 

6. After noon on the first Monday 
after the Ist day of January, 1971, the 
Council of the municipality shall consist 
of a Mayor and six Aldermen; a quorum 
shall be four members. 

7. The first meeting of the first elected 
Council shall be held on the first Monday 
after the 1st day of January, 1971. 

8. The election of members of the first 
elected Council of the municipality shall 
be conducted in the year 1970 at the time 
of the annual elections and in the manner 
prescribed for annual elections by the 
Municipal Act and, except as otherwise 
provided herein, the provisions of the 
Municipal Act apply. 

9. For the election of the members of 
the first elected Council, provision shall 
be made for 

(a) the election of a Mayor by the 
electors of the municipality at 
large, to hold office on and from 
the date of the first meeting of 
the first elected Council until 
noon of the first Monday after 
the Ist day of January, 1973, or 
until his successor is sworn in; 
the election of three Aldermen 
by the electors of the munici- 
pality at large, each to hold 
office on and from the date of 
the first meeting of the first 
elected Council until noon of 
the first Monday after the Ist 
day of January, 1973, or until a 
sufficient number of Aldermen 
have been sworn in to make up 
a quorum; 
the election of three Aldermen 
by the electors of the munici- 
pality at large, each to hold 
office on and from the date of 
the first meeting of the first 
elected Council until noon of 
the first Monday after the 1st 
day of January, 1972, or until 
a sufficient number of Aldermen 
have been sworn in to make up 
a quorum. 

10. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
prepare the voters list for the first election. 

11. The persons qualified to vote at 
the first election are those persons whose 
names appear on the list of electors re- 
ferred to in paragraph 10 hereof. 

12. Any elector, other than a corpora- 
tion, whose name appears on the voters

list referred to in paragraph 10 hereof, 
and on the 1969 list of electors of either 
the former district or the former village, 
is qualified to be nominated and elected 
and to hold office pursuant to the first 
election. 

13. The Clerk of the municipality shall 
be Returning Officer at the first election, 
provided, however, that the interim Coun- 
cil may appoint some other person in his 
stead. : 

14. The interim Council shall appoint 
such Deputy Returning Officers as are 
required to preside at the respective poll- 
ing-places or delegate to the Returning 
Officer the power to appoint such Deputy 
Returning Officers, and otherwise arrange 
for the holding of the first election. 

15. Nominations for the first election 
shall be held in the Municipal Hall, Sal- 
mon Arm, British Columbia, on the day 
fixed by the Municipal Act for nomination 
of candidates for the annual election in 
1970, from 10 o’clock in the forenoon to 
12 o’clock noon. 

16. At the first election, the polling, if 
any, shall be held at a place or places to 
be determined by the interim Council, on 
the day fixed under the Municipal Act for 
polling at the annual election in 1970, 
from 8 o'clock in the forenoon to 8 
o'clock in the afternoon, but an advance 
poll may be provided for. 

17. All the property, both real and 
personal, and all rights, powers, and priv- 
ileges arising out of any contract, agree- 
ment, covenant, or otherwise whatsoever 
and all taxes, debts, actions, causes of 
action, and all claims and demands what- 
soever, either at law or in equity apper- 
taining to The Corporation of the District 
of Salmon Arm and the Village of Salmon 
Arm on and from the Ist day of Sep- 
tember, 1970, vest in and belong to 
the municipality. 

18. Nothing in these Letters Patent 
shall impair or affect the rights of any 
creditor of The Corporation of the Dis- 
trict of Salmon Arm or the Village of 
Salmon Arm, as incorporated under 
former Letters Patent, and the municipal- 
ity shall be liable for and subject to and 
shall pay, discharge, carry out, and per- 
form all the debts, liabilities, obligations, 
contracts, and duties of The Corporation 
of the District of Salmon Arm and the 
Village of Salmon Arm, which are exist- 
ing immediately before the Ist day of 
September, 1970. 

19. Subject to paragraphs 17, 18, 22, 
23, and 24 of these Letters Patent, all by- 
laws, regulations, rights, resolutions, and 
licences of whatsoever kind and descrip- 
tion, passed, made, granted, or issued by 
the Councils of the district or the village 
shall remain in full force and effect in 
and for respectively the former The Cor- 
poration of the District of Salmon Arm 
and the Village of Salmon Arm until such 
time as they or any of them may be re- 
voked or amended by the Council of the 
municipality, but in any event the Council 
shall at or before the first meeting of the 
first elected Council determine by resolu- 
tion which such by-laws, regulations 
rights, resolutions, and licences shall re. 
main in full force and effect in and for 
the municipality. 

20. In the event the Council, upon ex- 
ercising the provisions of paragraph 19 
inadvertently neglects to preserve or dis. 
pose of any by-law, regulation, right 
resolution, or licence, the Minister of Mu- 
nicipal Affairs may make such disposition 
as he deems appropriate. 


21. The area heretofore incorpo t 
as the Village of Salmon Arm aad ee 
inafter referred to as the “ Salmon Arm 
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Sewer Area ” is deemed to be and to have 
been a specified area under Division (2) 
of Part XVI of the Municipal Act for the 
purpose of providing sewer services and 
charging therefor. Notwithstanding the 
provisions of section 618 or 619 of the 
Municipal Act, the Salmon Arm Sewer 
Area, by by-law, may be extended or 
merged with any other sewer specified 
area without being submitted to and 
receiving the assent of the owner-electors. 

22. The Eastside Waterworks Specified 
Area as established by By-law 527 of the 
district and as extended by By-law 877 of 
the district, and the Westside Waterworks 
Specified Area as established by By-law 
824 of the district are hereby dissolved. 

23. The Number One Fire Protection 
Specified Area as established by By-law 
708 of the district and the Number Two 
Fire Protection Specified Area as estab- 
lished by By-law 709 of the district and 
as extended by By-law 806 of the district 
are hereby dissolved. 

24. The Canoe Street Lighting Speci- 
fied Area as established by By-law 623 of 
the district is hereby dissolved. 

25. The real-property assessment roll 
of the municipality for the year 1970 
shall be the real-property assessment roll 
for that year of the district and the village 
as prepared and authenticated in accord- 
ance with the provisions of Part IX of the 
Municipal Act. 

26. The Provincial Assessor of the 
Kamloops Assessment District of the 
Province shall be deemed to be a Deputy 
Assessor of the municipality for such time 
as the Surveyor of Taxes of the Province 
deems expedient. 

27. All motor-vehicles and trailers 
registered under the Motor-vehicle Act or 
the Department of Commercial Transport 
Act in the name of the district and the 
village are deemed to be transferred to 
the ownership of the municipality, and 
the records of the Motor-vehicle Branch 
shall be amended accordingly. 

28. The Boards of Variance of the dis- 
trict and village are dissolved and the 
interim Council shall forthwith establish 
a Board of Variance for the municipality, 
pursuant to section 708 of the Municipal 
Act.
